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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 11-13 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claims 1 1-13 are 
a directed towards separate invention that would require further search in addition to 
what has already been completed. It also has a separate classification, i.e. 705/22. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 11-13 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821 .03. Claims 7 and 8 remain withdrawn from consideration as drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-6, 9 and 10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant's REMARKS received September 7, 
2005 have been reviewed, but are not convincing. Applicant has not addressed the 
written description requirement and the support for therefore previously noted. 
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For example, from claim 1 , line 4, no support for "a communication device" is 
evident from the September 7, 2005 response, nor from the descriptive portion of the 
specification. Likewise, the term "necessary information" is not clear. Page 15, first full 
paragraph, of the descriptive portion of the specification and associated drawing figures 
do not clear up this ambiguity. Neither does footnote 1 from Applicant's September 7, 
2005 response lend proper support for newly added claims 9-13. 

Also, from claim 2, line 7, no support for "an identification information 
transmission device" is evident from the September 7, 2005 response, nor from the 
descriptive portion of the specification. Likewise from claim 2, lines 9, 15 and 16, "an 
audit sequence determination device" and "a display device" and "a judgement device" 
are not evident from the September 7, 2005 response, nor from the descriptive portion 
of the specification. 

As is, the Examiner cannot ascertain the meets and bounds of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-6, 9 and 10, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Jones, US 5,832,458. 

Applicant is directed towards paragraph 6 of the June 7, 2005 Office Action 
regarding Jones. 
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Applicant's September 7 f 2005 REMARKS have been reviewed, but are not 
convincing. Again it is noted that Applicant is relying on improper support for the claim 
language. Reference to Jones deficiencies, in juxtaposition to the claimed language, is 
not clear. As is, the Examiner cannot ascertain the meets and bounds of the claim 
language as the Applicant relies upon improper support for such. Applicant's 
REMARKS did not properly address these deficiencies. Thus, Jones, as understood, in 
juxtaposition to the claim language, renders obvious these claims. 

4. Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement received April 19, 2001 has been 
reviewed. Note attached PTO-1449.
